Be said this necessity results from the troubles 
comteraeasure* people bad in carrying out their program during the war, particu- 
larly with 1 (1) G-2, (2) coflumnl catora, and (5) research sad dovolopaeat people, 
ffo explained bow intelligence personnel *os»tia©a appeared unreasonable in their 
opposition to the eouaterseaeureo people* He indicated that, during the war, 
emmterasaouree vers controlled by 0*2 (a great mistake in his opinion) and that 
an intelligence effieer was along cm all countermeasures projects* It was flat- 
plained that control of ©otmteraseeurea was originally vested in G-2 00 the basis 
that the field, originally known as hallo Countermeasures, was principally con- 
cerned with jamming of cosemi cat iocs, which if performed indiscriminately would 
seriously affect a ass Jo r source of intelligence* Be then pointed out that this 
masoning was invalid since most Electronic Gouatenseaaure* projects were directed 
against targets In frequency ranges which were not exploited by intelligence, 
giving as an example German 7R? air-ground circuits, which could not be heard by 
intercept stations* A good laugh was obtained from his audience by the remark 
that clearance of Electronic Cooeteraeasuree programs with intelligence was always 
extremely difficult, not only because they would stand "pot* on general grounds of 
interference, without explanation, hut also because it waa usually pretty difficult 
to even find than in order to discuss s project* Us said that ESB *a in Europe 
found that they could be of great value in £CH reconnaissance program, but 
requests Initiated for authority to pursue such a program met strenuous objection 
In the theater on the basis that such tactical usage would interfere with the 
strategical missions of the OIS?*e.

Be stated 
that cur reason for not Jamming Usman coacsunic aliens was because of the intelli- 
gence value of seat. Probably for the sine reason, ho said, the Germane did not 
jam oar strategical cosami cat ions. This wee probably a serious defect in Gersan 
Strategy, because ©ur line* of strategical ccszroai cation* were so long that undoubt- 
edly our efforts could hare been considerably retarded by effective jffisaing, Dtr, 
#eet further stated that security of eoteaunicotions will have Increased to each an 
extent by the next war that the intelligence value thereof will bo negligible, and, 
a® a result, we can safely expect that our strategical communications channels will 
be completely and effectively subjected to Jaaaing. 

6, As for research and dev* lopaent, he believed that the cloak of secrecy 
surrounding new weapons retards developewat of caunteraoacrurea for such weapons and 
that, la his opinion, work on coxcatemeasuree should proceed with development of 
such weapons. 

7, As additional support for the high-level couailttae, he said that £€& 
responsibilities should be concentrated in the hand* of a relatively auall group, 
because superior people are required amt there Just aren’t enough superior people 
to go around. 

3. Ha stated that the development program in tfa* field of 2C3S is progressing 
satisfactorily, but that the training program leaves much to be desired.
